The following story is just a small tribute to those two 
people, Charles and Catherine McDonald, who gave us life and love 
and devotion. How I hope that they can look down upon us now and 
see how their love has spread to encompass seven generations of 


McDonalds. 
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THE McDONALD CLAN 
By 
Freda Everett Deckert 


Research on the genealogy of the McDonald Clan has been 
tedious and difficult, to say the least. It is no small 
challenge to tread one's way through the maze of documents and 
dusty memories, through the romantic and symbolic imagery, the 
complex moasic of hearsay and fact, to discover the real 
characters of Charles and Catherine McDonald. The limited 
results of this extensive investigation bear out only a small | 
part of their lives. A large percentage of my information was | 
culled from elderly relatives who squint across the mists of a 
long forgotten time and try to make a factual record out of the 
dim and tangled memories of their childhood. There is no one 
left to contradict the accounts and anecdotes which were told and 
retold - embellishments growing like desert flowers after a rain 
each time they were recounted. 


I approached the writing of this family history with a great 
deal of hesitancy. All I know of Charles and Catherine were 
“vague remembrances of stories I had heard as a child. My 
interest mounted, however, as my research grew. These were not 
shadowy, gossamer creatures. The man and woman who moved through 
the old records were flesh and blood. They were real, they were 
an important part of my life...and they were completely 
fascinating. 


CHARLES ALOYSIUS McDONALD SR. was the head of our branch of 
the McDonald Clan in America. As far as I can judge at this 
distance, he is a descendent of the MacDonalds of Glencoe, 
Scotland. In August 1691 William of Orange (William III of 
England) demanded that "all civil, military, and ecclesiastics” 
in Scotland, swargw allegiance to him and recognize him as King. 
He promised indemnity to all who would take the oath of 
allegiance before January 1, 1692. The MacDonald's of Gl 
encoe, partly because of belligerence and partly because of bad 
weather, were a few days late in giving their pledge. "Letters 
of Fire and Sword" were issued against this small clan and 
William of Orange gave Capt. Robert Campbell of Glenlyon, direct” 
written orders which said in part: 


You are hereby ordered to fall upon the 
McDonalds of Glencoe and put all to the 
sword under seventy; you are to have 
special care that the old fox and his sons 
doe, on no account) escape your hands. 
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The "old fox" meant MacIan, who was chieftain of this small 
branch of the Clan MacDonald and whom William called "that sect 
of thieves." Capt. Campbell's royal troops marched into the 
narrow glen only four miles long and the MacDonald's, thinking 
they were friendly, billeted the soldiers in the cottages 
scattered up and down the glen. The soldiers soon made friends 
with the clansmen, drinking and playing cards. Then very early 
in the morning of the 13th of (? month), during a heavy snowfall, 
the work of slaughter began. Soldiers, under the leadership of 
Capt. Robert Campbell, going from hut to hut, massacred the 
sleeping or half-awakened McDonald clansmen. They drove off the 
cattle and set fire to the thatch, burning some clansmen alive. 
MclIan was shot down by one of the officers whom he had 
befriended; a soldier tore the rings from his wife's fingers with 
his teeth. Some who escaped for a time, perished in the bitter 
cold. But the snow acted as a screen to the dwellers in the more 
_ remote cottages, who, warned by the sound of firing, escaped by 
the ungarded outlets from the pass and crossed the Irish Sea to 
Rathlan Island and, eventually into North Ireland. 


The feud between the MacDonalds and the Campbells last to this 
day and is mentioned in Robert Lewis Stevenson's "Rob Roy". 


It was there, in Ireland that the spelling of the last name 
was changed from the Scottish MacDonald to the Irish McDonald. 
it was also in Ireland that Charles was born on October 22, 1821. 
Charles' parents were JOHN McDONALD and ANN McMULLEN - both of 
Ireland. There is a strong indication that John McDonald came 
from an area about 17 miles from Antrim Town, in County Antrin, 
North Ireland, although the death certificate of Kate 


(Catherine?) McDonald, Charles' first child, shows Charles' place 


of birth to be Belfast, Ireland. 


In the year 1861, there were only three families of 
McMullen's, all located in the Parish of Loughguile. On the 
present-day map of Ireland, this would be the general area of the 
Town of Ballymoney (The only other record of the names and 
nationality of Charles' parents is on the back of the marriage 
licence when Charles married his second wife CATHERINE (MARIE?) 


BUTLER, my great-grandmother. ) 


Charles' life in Ireland, and up until he married Catherine 
Butler is rather sketchy - to say the least. Where there are 
facts I will give them. Where there is conjecture, I will state 


that also. 
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About the year 1840 or 1841 when Charles was 19 or 20 years 
old, he married his first wife KATE REDMOND. Again the death 
certificate of Kate (Catherine?) McDonald, Kate and Charles' 
first child, shows Kate Redmond McDonald's birthplace to be 
Dublin, Ireland. (Kate Redmond was no relation of mine as my 
branch of the McDonald Clan is from Charles' second marriage to 


Catherine Butler.) 


Charles McDonald and Kate Redmond McDonald had, to my 
knowledge, three children - all born in Ireland - probably County 
Antrim. There is no record of any other children born of this 


marriage. They are the half-brothers and sister of my 
grandfather, John Thomas McDonald, Sr.. They were:

"In 1846 famine was dark upon the land. This was truly the 
lowest point of Irish history, which in the preceeding 2,000 
years had known few sunlit peaks. From his native hills of 
County Antrim, along the valleys of the Shannon and the Lee, 
across the fertile fields of Kilkenny, hunger stalked the 
stricken Irish people. For the third year, blight had touched 
the potato crop. The smell of potatos rotting in the fields rose 
and mingled with the odors of death in the cottages, by the 
roadsides and along the hedgerows. From the mist of the living 
rose the "keen", that crooning, wailing, shouting drone with 
which the Irish mourn their dead. They had much to mourn for.” 
(From: "The Irish In America") 


Over a million persons starved to death. Others died of 
cholera as epidemic was added to famine. So many died that they 


had no place to bury them. Hundreds of thousands of others were 
fleeing to England, to Canada and, like Charles and his little 
family, to America. Many more were to follow. 


Charles had a sister who had emigrated to America and lived 
in Newark, N.J. (Her name and all subsequent information on her 
is lacking.) There seems to be little doubt that Charles’ sister 
sponsored his emigration to America. Although there is no 
documentation to substantiate this, it was much easter, at that 
time, for an immigrant to enter the country if a member of his 
family was here and agreed to sponsor him. Also, Charles had a 
trade - he was a BRICK MASON - another plus in his favor. 


Charles left an Ireland that was dying and, on or about 


November 18, 1849 he and his family bid their relatives good bye 
forever and sailed to America. (It was believed th@*Charles, Kate 
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and the three little children sailed aboard the ship QREGON. 
However, shipping records from the Mormon Church in Salt Lake 
City, Utah showed there was no ship QREGON that sailed from any 
Irish port at that time. Also no one named "Charles McDonald" 
apeared on any ship's manifast arriving at any eastern United 
States port on the dates shown. Perhaps Charles arrived ina 
Canadian port. That aspect was never looked into. Also, when 
Charles sailed from New Orleans, LA to Pass Christian, MS, the 
name of that ship was believed to Hive been the OREGON which could 
account for the mix-up.) 


Whichever vessel Charles took to try and save his little 
family from starvation, thronged with emigrants...Irish Cattle 
Boats they were called because they were packed aboard the tiny 
ships like so much cattle. Others called them [Irish Coffin Boats 
because of the vast number of immigrants who died on the voyages. | 
Traveling in steerage in the small, old, unseaworthy ship with a | 
crew that was poorly trained and cared little for the welfare of | 
the passangers was more than a nightmare. Emigrants were crowded 
in the dark, dank bowels of the ship with barely two square feet 
of space each. Only the small children were able to stand erect. 
People slept four to a berth. Quarters were rarely, if ever 
cleaned and the filthy bunks teemed with bedbugs, lice, fleas and 
God knows what else. The North Atlantic storms invariably struck 
the small vessels and the desolate passengers lay in their misery 
without fresh air, trembling with fear, praying, cursing and 
vomiting while the wailing wind and crashing seas toyed with the 
fragile little boats, often as not, with tragic results. 


They were torn from the fabric of the familiar and forced 
into the harsh and impersonal world of an unknown land. It was a 
journey of some six weeks. Charles was 28 years old. 


There are three variations of the fate of KATE REDMOND 
McDONALD, as one might expect after so many years. First, she 
died during the great Potato Famine, and this prompted Charles' 
departure. Second, she died of cholera. aboard ship and was- 
buried at sea. Third, she died of cholera in Newark, N.J. 
and is buried there. Kate's dreams of the "promised land" was 
brought to a tragic early end. 


In any event, Charles arrived in New Orleans, LA probably in 
the latter part of 1851 as a 28-year-old widower with three 
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children. Kate was 9, Charles 7 and Hugh 3. The Irish 
immigrants in America found themselves regarded as a curse, 
forced to accept the humiliation of notices which said "No Irish 
Need Apply", or "No Irish, Niggers or Dogs Allowed (in that 
order)". They found employment at tasks which ever the emerging 
bRlacks considered too degrading to perform. But they possessed 
one advantage over other immigrants - they were endowed with a 
full share of that ingredient known as Irish Charm (which in 
several notable instances, proved to be a more than satisfactory 
substitute for brainsdy : 


And this is where Charles met and fell in love with a 
beautiful auburn-haired Irish girl, twelve years his junior, 
CATHERINE MARIE BUTLER - my great-grandmother. 


; Catherine was born in Dublin or County Tipperary? 
Ireland, September 5, 1833 probably in Black Swan Castle which 
may be outside Dublin - although this is not verified. (There 
is also the story - again not substantiatd - that the castle was 
given to her ancestors by the King of Ireland). Her parents 
were: PIERCE BUTLER and ANN REYNOLDS - both of Ireland. (Their 
names and nationality were also taken from the back of the 
marriage license when she married Charles.) 


Her life in Ireland, like Charles', lies forgotten in the 
misty records of history. Most of what I know of her is gleaned 
from vivid and varied memories and no mind is a flawless mirror. 
As near as I can discern from these scattered pieces of half- 
forgotten memories, and with very little documentation, this is 
the story of Catherine Butler: 


It is believed that Catherine was descended from nobility, 
which would explain why she was born in a castle, either "Black 
Swan" or "Black Hill". One story handed down is that King Henry 
VIII granted Sir Edward Butler (a blood relative of Catherine's) 
the Abbey of Fethard in County Tipperary, together with a vast 
estate on a perpetual lease-at-a-rental fee of $1.28 a year (this 
could be pounds instead of dollars). The grant supposedly reads: 

“They should have this land as long 
as grass grows and water flows .\' 
Algo a book brought back from Ireland by Charles DeMetz, (Molly 
McDonald DeMetz's son) about the Cathedral Church at Cashel, in 
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County Tipperary mentions an Edmund Butler, who was Archbishop 
there from 1527-1550. This Edmund Butler was the son of PIERCE 
BUTLER, EARL OF ORMANDE. There is a possibility that she is a 
direct descendent of this Pierce Butler of the 1500's and 


' 


probably where she obtained the title of "Dame" or "Lady". 


There are several versions why Catherine decided to leave 
Ireland, but I, being an incurable romantic, and in the absence 
of any contradictory evidence, choose to go with the following: 


Catherine's mother died when she was young - surely before 
she was 17 as that was her age when she left Irdand. Her father 
re-married and there was increasing enmity between Catherine and 
her step-mother (her name is unknown). Seeking a way out of this 
uncomfortable situation, she decided to come to America. Her 
father was against the idea and refused to pay for her passage. 
Catherine then wrote PERCIVAL BUTLER McCUTCHON, SR. and his wife 
JANE BUTLER BROWDER McCUTCHON, her relatives in New Orleans. 
(Percival and Jane were cousins who married. Not an unusual 
situation in those days.) It was then agreed that in return for 
Catherine's passage to America, she would serve three years as 
governess to the McCutcheon's two young children, Rebecca Butler 
McCutchon, born 1849, and Precival Butler McCutchon, Jr., born 
1852. 


Catherine willingly accepted the proposal seeing it as the 
only means of escape offered her. She was more than qualified 
for this position. Besides having all the grace and social 
amenities of being a Lady, she spoke fluent French and her 
education was far beyond her female peers of that period - a fact 
attested to by the superior knowledge of all twelve of the 
children (three of Charles', nine of theirs), even though they 
received very little formal education. 


Pierce Butler, Catherine's father, enjoying the social 
position that he did must have been appalled at the idea of his 
daughter becoming little more than an indentured servant. It was 
not out of the realm of possibility to believe that Catherine had 
a governess of her own. To bolster his argument, Pierce took 
Catherine to the cemetery and showed her the tomb he was having 
built "for his coming demise”. It did no good, for Catherine 
must have realized if her father did indeed die, she would surely 
then be left to the mercies of a step-mother who lothed her. I 
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am sure there was a battle of wills between this headstrong young 
lady and an equally headstrong father. But in the end, Pierce 
Butler finally consented to let his daughter go. 


So it was that on October (get date), 1850 Catherine stood 
on the deck of the ship GEORGE EVANS as it slipped away férm the 
dockside at Dublin, Ireland. She was really leaving Ireland, 
making a clean break with her old life, with all she had known 
and sailing away into the unknown. It was especially hard for 
Catherine to turn her back on her family and old friends knowing 
that she would, almost certainly, never see them again. It was 
hard, too, to leave behind cherished furnishings and small 
comforting treasures for space aboard the ship was at a premium. 


There would be no need for silk gowns that trailed the floor 
or sparkling jewelry that danced in the light of a ballroom. But 
she did manage to tuck in things she considered essential, a few 
trinkets, a well-loved book, a locket and some ribbons for her 
beautiful auburn hair. It would bring a touch of familiarity in 
an unfamiliar land. 


It was a strong-willed and courageous young woman who 
traveled to America, where the unspoiled exotic beauty of the 
land and the strange unpredictable customs of the Old South would 
provide the backgournd for events that would change her life 
forever. 


When Catherine stepped aboard the good ship "George Evans" 
she was stripped of all that meant comfort and home. She was 
seventeen years old and traveling to the other side of the world 
with her fifteen year old brother, THOMAS BUTLER who was sent to 
escort her. Pierce Butler never saw either of his children 
again. 


Catherine landed in New Orleans, LA on November 23, 1850, 
eleven months after Charles. The ship's manifest listed her as a 
governess by profession. Another blow to her pride as she now 
traveled as a working-class woman - probably third-class passage 
- and not as a Lady enjoying the conveniences of first-class 
accommodations. 


It was while she was in New Orleans that Catherine met 
Charles while he was building a home next to the McCutchon's. 
The how and why of Charles' being in New Orleans is lost in the 
antiquity of time. 
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Charles was 29, a widower with three small children with 
little or no formal education. He was a handsome man, tall for 
an Irishman, over six feet, with black wavy hair, ice-blue eyes 
and very gregarious. It was a well known fact that Charles never 
wavered in his belief that every problem could be solved with a 
generous supply of "good Irish whiskey". 


Catherine was 17, shy, retiring, educated. No one 
understood the romance that blossomed between this titled Lady 
and the common brick layer. Especially her brother, Thomas, who 


was adamantly against the relationship. He wrote his father in 

Ireland telling him of Catherine's indiscretion and asking for 
advice. He was told to break up the relationship "at all cost" 

and not to return to Ireland until he had. Thomas had his work 

cut out for him. Catherine did not adhere to the rigid etiquette 

that bound well-bred European women of her day. She had already 

taken a tremendous step in asserting herself by defying her 

father and coming to America. This reveals the statue of a 

remarkable person whose life would have been far easier today. 


However, Catherine could not marry until her contract was 
over and she dutifully continued her role as governess for the 
next three years. 


In 1852 (?) yellow fever, the most deadly of all virulent 
diseases, again gripped New Orleans. The city was in panic! New 
Orleans was no stranger to the dreaded "Yellow Jack." Many died 
on the second or third day, few survived until the fifth. 


There was no cure! And there was no possibility of stopping 
it! All remedies - quinine, wine, mercury, blistering, bleeding, 
purging - were ineffective. People were dying by the thousands. 
In one period of twelve hours there were 300 recorded deaths. 
Many more went unrecorded. City scavengers with their carts went 
from house to house collecting bodies. The dead were piled in 
the carts and hauled away like so much cordwood. Long rows of 
coffins were laid in shallow graves and covered with a few 
shovelfuls of dirt, which were soon washed away by the summer 
rains leaving the stench of putrifying bodies. 


People scoured and whitewashed their houses. They 
disinfected with vinegar and garlic, burned tar barrels and fired 
cannon in the futile attempt of "purifying the air". If they 
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went outside they covered their mouths and noses with cloths 
soaked in camphor or vinegar, avoided talking with anyone, even 
friends, and refused to shake hands. A person wearing crape or 
other signs of mourning was shunned like a leper. Because of 
their terror people became inhuman. Parents deserted their 
children as soon as they were infected. Many people thrust their 
own parents into the streets as soon as they complained of a 
headache. Humanity, friendship was nearly banished from the 
city. 


Black "Y's" were painted on the doors marked the path of the 
deadly disease. Victims were thrown on wooden carts and hauled 
to the bayou swamps, there to recover or die...alone. Bell222s 
tolled the death knell. Funerals so blocked the streets that 
they were ordered to be performed only at night. St. Louis 
Cathedral refused to allow yellow fever victims to be brought 
there for burial. A special church, Our Lady of Guadalupe on 
- North Rampart Street, was built specifically for this purpose. 
St. Louis Cemetery overflowed with new tombs. The bodies of the 
poor were piled high and burned on street corners. Many more 
corpses were abandoned unburied in the cemeteries. 


The muffled beat of hoofs, the dull.clatter of wheels could 
be heard as more carriages bore their terrified exiles from the 
city. People began leaving in droves, a veritable exodus. 
Carts, wagons, coaches, every kind of conveyance, filled with 
whole families and piled high with possessions, clogged every 
road out of New Orleans toward some hopeful haven of safety. 


Percival McCutchon received word that barricades were being 
erected and special guards were soon to be stationed at all roads 
with instructions to "shoot to kill" anyone attempting to enter 
or leave the city. Hastily, he took his family, by boat, to the 
newly built summer home at Pass Christian, Mississippi, a small 
fishing village about 60 miles from New Orleans and summer 
residents for many New Orleans aristocrats. Catherine and 
Charles were at last separated, and Thomas could breath a sigh of 
relief. 


But fate has a way of waiting until one feels that they have 
beaten the odds and then fate proves itself to be the winner. 
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Charles had left an Ireland that was dying only to come toa 
land that was indifferent to the plight of the poor Irish 
families. He fled the city with his small little family and came 
to the Mississippi Gulf Coast unaware that Catherine had also 
come to Pass Christian. 


The McCutchon's moved into their home on what is now Scenic 
Drive. It was then a large one-story building on the beach just 
west of Menge Avenue. Shortly after they arrived Percival 
McCutchon needed some brick work done on the home and hired 
Charles McDonald. Needless to say the romance between Charles 
and Catherine was rekindled, much to the chagrin of Thomas 
Butler. 


Little is known of the courtship of Charle Catherine. 
She did serve out her allotted time with tne eee sing they 
were married January 11, 1853 at St. Alphonsus Catholic Church 


New Orleans, LA (in the section known as the Irish Channel), by 


Rev. J. B. Duff CSS _in the presence of Thomas Butler, John 
Murphy and Catherine Wilson. She was 19, he was 31. 


They were married "in the presence of Thomas Butler", by 
this time seventeen years old, which showed he may have relented 
somewhat. Thomas probably wrote his father of the marriage and 
Pierce Butler promptly disowned his daughter. So angry was he 
that Catherine disobeyed his wishes that when he died he left 
Catherine fifty pounds to buy a mourning bonnet to mourn him 
with. A definite insult since Catherine was destitute and he was 
a very wealthy man. However, in Catherine's financial condition, 
this money must have seemed like a god-send. 


Charles and Catherine may have taken up residence for a time 
in the Irish Channel of New Orleans since that is most likely 
where he could easily find employment. Cholera and yellow fever 
were the twin plagues in the South in the middle of the 19th 
Century which more than likely was the deciding factor in their 
returning to Pass Christian. 


Thomas had also returned to Pass Christian where he was 
probably living with the McCutcheons since they were his cousins. 
However, when Charles and Catherine moved back to the Gulf Coast 
Thomas refused to live in the same town as they and returned to 
New Orleans where he died a short time later of yellow fever or 
cholera. 
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Charles attempted to buy property in the eastern or middle 
part of "The Pass", but because they were "The Dirty Irish" they 
were not allowed to purchase land there and was told to "Go live 
with the niggers, that's where you belong!”

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There is a story about two of their sons' Communion Day. 
Which two or when is unknown. However, they were so poor that 
they didn't have the proper clothes or shoes to ware or the two 
cents to buy the communion candle to hold. Catherine made them 
sults out of whichever material she could find. So dressed in 


handmade suits a different color than all the other children, 
wearing women's shoes and carrying large house candles instead of 
the dainty communion candles, the two boys walked to Mass to 
recelve their First Communion. All the children laughed at them 
and the nuns were so horrified at their appearance that they 
refused to let them sit with the other children. They were put 
in a pew by themselves and received communion after everyone 
else. Neither of the two boys ever entered a Catholic Church 
again. 


Early on the morning of April 12, 1861 the Confederate 
States of America fired upon the Unites States held Fort Sumpter 
in Charleston Harbor, South Carolina and the Civil War began. 

The land soon became aflame with war and all that was good of the 
old days was gone forever. By then Catherine was five months 
pregnant with her fourth child, John, my grandfather. 


Everyone was excited by war fever. Intoxicated with 
enthusiasm they rushed to enlist before the war was over. 
Charles, Jr. was no exception. On September 4, 1861 he became a 
private in the: 


Third Regiment Mississippi Volunteer Infantry 
Company H, "Dahlgren Guards", Harrison County 
Commander: Brig, Gen, Charles G. Dahlgren 
Captain Ashber Green 


Charles was seventeen years old. 


From early morning until late evening the strains of the 
fife and drum could be heard. The arrival of fresh troops filled 
the Pass with excitement as the soldiers tramped through the 
streets waving banners while the patriotic women of the town 
shouted "God bless you boys". 


The Dahlgren Guards were mustered into State Service in Pass 
Christian, MS on September 4, 1861. On September 16th word 
arrived that two or more Union ships were headed for the Gulf 
Coast. General Dahlgren moved his brigade from Camp Dahlgren 
what is now Henderson Point, across to the western shore of the 
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Bay of St. Louis to Sheildsborough, MS (Bay St. Louis, MS). They 
were ferried across the Bay by the schooners Jane and Morning 
Star and sloops Butterfly and Henry Lawrence. 


On September 17th, General David E. Twiggs in New Orleans, 
ordered Confederate troops on Ship Island to evacuate and 
“everything that could burn was put to the torch". By September 
19th the Union ships arrived and orders were given to destroy the 
town of Pass Christian. When the women and children were told to 
leave immediately a panic started. Many took to the safety of 
the bayou country behind "the Pass". In the early dawn when the 
Union vessels could be seen, Mrs. Jane Murphy Manders hung a 
linen bedsheet out of her upstairs window and surrendered the 
town. At first the people of the Pass thought she was a "Yankee 
spy", but later she was exonerated. 


On October 5, 1861 the Dahlgren Guards were officially 
mustered into Confederate Service at Sheildsborough, Ms and had 
the "ignoble recognition of being oneof the first Mississippi 
regiments to lose a strand of colors on the field of battle". 
Later it was carried through the streets of Pass Christian by the 
Ninth Connecticut while the young ladies of the town, many who 
were instrumental in making it, wept. The flag was later sent 
North to be exhibited at the Sanitary Fair in New York. It now 
hangs in the museum at Bouvior, the last home of Confederate 
president Jefferson Davis, in Biloxi, MS. 


Death and uncertainty surrounded Charles and Catherine and 
‘their family during the next years and life became a grueling 
test of their faith. They, like so many others, lived on 
breadcrumbs and hope. Catherine found shrubs that made coffee 
and pepper, roots that could be cooked and eaten like potatoes. 
She joined others in boiling seawater from the Gulf to extract 
the salt. Charles and other men in the town fished and oystered 
and during the night would row a small skiff the 15 miles to Fort 
Massachusetts,the Yankee garrison on Ship Island and trade 
seafood and spices for meat. If they were caught -they would have 
been. immediately shot for collaboration with the enemy. But 
times were dangerous and dangerous means were taken. 


On August 25, 1864 Charles, Jr. was wounded in battle either 
in or near Atlanta, GA. He was given leave to recuperate at home 
and Charles began his pilgrimage home from Georgia afoot - with a 
bullet in his leg. His home might not exist and his family could 
be scattered or dead, but half-starved, in rags, and plagued with 
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lice and dysentery, he walked on, barefoot. Going home was the 
only thought in his head. No one would give him anything to eat 
but the negroes who shared what little they had with him and did 
what they could for his wound. His brothers and sisters were 
thrilled when he came home and gathered around him at the supper 
table to hear stories of his adventures. He told and retold the 
stories of the battles he was in and of his narrow escapes of 
being captured by the Yankees during the many weeks it took him 
to walk home from Atlanta. The only thing they had to eat that 
night was two tablespoons of gruel each. 


Charles had to hide whenever strangers came near the house 
(I never knew why, but it was probably because he never returned 
to his old outfit.) His family was running out of food and all 
other supplies as the Yankees had left Ship Island and the Union 
fleet was blockading the entire coast. Railroad crossties were 
burned and the rails heated and twisted around trees so no 
supplies could come to the people of Pass Christian by rail. 
Barrels of molasses were punctured and poured on the ground. The 
long, weary days ahead were a constant, desperate, never ending 
struggle for food. Surrounded and starved until all -that 
remained was their defiance, Charles, Jr. decided to attempt to 
run the blockade and go to New Orleans for supplies. He was 
captured there and imprisoned for six months awaiting court 
martial. 


At four o'clock in the afternoon of April 9, 1865, Palm 
Sunday, the two generals, Robert E. Lee and Ulysses S. Grant met 
in the farmhouse of William McLean in the little town of 
Appomattox Court House, VA where Lee surrendered the Army of 
Northern Virginia. The next day Lee addressed his troops for the 
last time. The men stacked their rifles, furled the Stars and 
Bars and prepared to go home. With the surrender of Lee, the 
Confederate armies collapsed. Technically, the Civil War had 
ended. 


The war had lasted for four years and cost hundreds of 
thousands of lives. It had destroyed the ways of the Old South 
forever and brought great changes to the North. In the South the 
ravages of war was replaced by the ravages of Reconstruction. 

War or peace, the people were still starving and every morning 
Charles and Catherine's worried heart took up yesterday's load 
again. Day by weary day they tried to restore some semblance of 
order to their shattered lives. 
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In the years that passed they paddled the leaky financial 
canoe to carry their children over the rapids of the dark years 
to come and faced life with grace and courage. They had no fear 
and permitted no fear in their children. There was always faith, 
a bulwark against which they leaned and taught thelr children to 
lean. 


Five more children were born. Charles, Jr. and Hugh had 
moved to New Orleans, Pierce to El Paso, Bill and George to 
Houston. 


On April 22, 1889, Lady Catherine Marie Butler McDonald died 

at the age of 55 years, 7 month. It was rumored she died as a 
result of a misdiagnosis. Ten months later Charles, Sr. visited 
his son, John, who was very ill during a flu epidemic. John 

begged his father not to come visit because of the severity of 
’ the illness. However, Charles, being the typical hardheaded 
Irishman, said he would be fine and went against his son's 
wishes. He did catch the flu, which in those days was equivalent 
to a death sentence, and at 2 a.m. on the morning of February 20, 
1890, Charles died at the age of 68 years, 4 months. For the 
rest of his life, John, my grandfather, blamed himsel for the 
death of his father. 


Both CHrles and Catherine are buried in St. Paul's Catholic 
Cemetery in the old McDonald plot.

Dear Skip, 


This igs a great day for staying home and answering correspondence 
but a terrible day for almost anything else. In fact, the entire winter 
has been unusually bad weatherwise. Right now it has been raining for 
three days and the entire State of Mississippi is on a flood watch for local 
rivers and streams, Despite all of this, I still think that this is one of 
the best of all places to live and raise a family. 


In repiy to the note enclosed with your Christmas Card, I'll try to 
give you what information on family history in my possession. It is true 
that I have always been interested in the family but that interest has mostly 
taken the form of tale gathering and a great deal of thought on motivations, 
genetics and things like racial memory. I don’t want you to get the idea 
that I've done a lot of complicated research or study. I had time to doa 
‘lot of reading when at sea and touched on these things lightly, but the things 
I like to observe and think about are the traits, physical, mental and moral 
that keep cropping out in myself and in my kin. However, I do have some in- 
formation and I am happy to send it to you. 


Firstly, the family tree you find enclosed with this letter was com- 
piled by our Uncle Johnny just recently. Most of the information contained 
in it seems to be pretty much factual and speaks for itself. Some of Fly 
rest of the information I have is based upon tales heard from various nembers 
and some is speculation based upon those tales and the known history of the 
period, We are pretty certain that Charles Francois De Metz came here from 
Nancy, France via Mexico, This based on a tale that he crossed the Rio Grande 
with Mexicans or Indians shooting at him, We are pretty sure that he fetched 
up here because the Patenotte Family, which he had known in France, had previously 
settled here and he was probably in desperate straits. Now here comes some 
speculation on my part. The time was absolutely correct for the period when 
the French supported Maximilian in his attempt to establish himself as Emperor 
of Mexico, I believe our Great-Grandfather was either part of the French Army 
or a carpetbagger seeking adventure or opportunity and that he was driven out 
of Mexico when the rest of the French departed. There are other possibilities 
of course, but I am taking what I feel to be the most reasonable line. We do 
know that he married our Great-Grandmother and sent to France for enough money 
to buy one of the best pieces of property in town including a house which was 
then and is now, one of the better houses on the Pass Christian beach front. 
There is a romantic little family tale that Charles agreed to stay here if 
Josephine would marry him but otherwise would return to France, 


If you are interested in genealogical research the following will be 
of some use to you, perhaps. I'11 tell you the whole story as briefly as possible. 
When our Uncle George was flying for the Navy in Northwest Africa in World 
War II, he met the family of a General de Metz who, I gather, were more or less 
refugees from the Nazi occupation, Perhaps they were Vichy French. Anyway, I 
gather that George befriended them with hard to get items from the U.S, Forces, 
You can have no idea how much things like a bar of soap, some butter or suger 
and perhaps a pair of nylons meant in those days, Apparently there was no 
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% 
attempt on the part of either party to establish whether or not kinship existed, 
That seems a little strange to me but, if I know George, the only thing that 
worried him was whether or not they could fix him up with a pretty girl. I 
gather that communication was difficult because of language barriers and, in 
any case, George had no knowledge of or interest in the family background in 
those days. One thing he did establish though was that the family was head- 
quartered in Nancy. A few years ago George, while making a pleasure trip 
through France, stopped off in Nancy and paid a little visit to the de Metz 
family which, sure enough, was living there and, I might add, living in great 
style, according to George. George told me that they were very suspicious 
and gtand-offish at first but thawed somewhat when they learned that he was 
the person who had helped the relatives in Africa. Again language proved to 
be a barrier to clear communications and again George made no attempt to estab- 
lish kinship. And that is the way it now stands. George did a little research 
in the archives at Nancy and he did find Josephine Patenotte but he said he 
didn't have enough information on Charles Francois to look him up. It seems 
that the de Metz family in France is an old and good one and it must have been 
that they intimidated George a little since he asked them no questions about 
a possible connection between our family and theirs. One other thing comes 
to mind, About fifteen years ago I met a French Baron (I forget his name) in 
West Africa and he was quite curious about my family background. When I told 
him that my Great-Grandfather came from Nancy he said that he knew the family 
and assumed that I was kin to them. If I remember correctly, he said that one 
of them is or was a very big shot in the oil business. This was before George 
went to Nancy. There are a few things that puzzle me about all this that I 
haven't the space to go into, I keep thinking that people don’t leave a 
comfortable situation and move to a strange country without a real good reason. 
We might be decended from a black sheep and that, quite possibly, could be 
putting it charitably. Anyway, it would be interesting to find out. If you 
are ever in Nancy and have a little time, you might want to visit the archives. 
George said that there was no trouble involved and that he could have found 
the information if he had had the basic information such as the birthdate of 
Charles Francois. You might get a kick out of being able to tell your children 
that one of their ancestors loaned Jeanne d'Arc his trousers. Chances are, 
though, that the old man was a farmer considering his abilities in that line 
in this country. 


I have very little information about the McDonalds beyond quite a fund 
of family tales. I don't even know the county in Irland in which they originated. 
The family tree pretty well covers the situation as I know it.

The only Historical Society to which I belong at present is The Pass 
Christian Historical Society though I intend to join the Gulf Coast Genealogical 
and Historical Society as soon as I get off the School Board and get a little 
spare time. JI also belong to the Gulf Coast Chapter of the Miss. Archeological 
Association and that is my real interest. Our chapter is almest on the rocks 
right now due to lack of activity. If you have any interest in things like 
that, all it takes to become a member is to pay the dues. I suggest that you 
consider joining a club in your present locality. I believe you will find it 
interesting and rewarding in many ways. 


Our regards to you and your family. Please come to ses us when you 
get down this way again for I really like to talk about things like this.

3. I attended Pass Christian Elementary School ina class of 10 or 15 


4, My favorite teacher was Miss Leah Lundy, 5th and 6th grade teacher. 

Reasons: : 

a. She was a very firm but soft spoken, sweet, stout but pretty person. 

b. She was well organized so that you knew what to do and it was not 
impossible to accomplish or too frustrating. The main reward was 
the good feeling it gave us to have completed or accomplished the 
assignment. 

ec. Most important: She made the subject matter "come aliv. to the 
class. We "made a trip"to South America when we studied that area 
in Geography. We "bought" Panama hats for souvenirs because that 
was one of the exports. As a result I still wish I could tour 
South America. 


5. My best memory of elementary school is of the above teacher and of 
the many extra-curricula activities of the school such as going to 
basketball games to watch my high school sisters and brothers play 
(on dirt courts on the school grounds.) My mother was very active 
in P.T.A. and civic affairs. In those days the P.T.A.'s took stands 
on issues that involved the local schools and children as well as 
planned dances, dinners, etc. to make school a happier time in the 
children's and teachers' lives. 


6. About school lunch: Since we lived only a mile from school and had 
an hour off for lunch, we walked hurriedly home to eat and hurried 
back to enjoy this long recess with our classmates. (A funny side 
of this is Papa drove home for lunch too and often passed us by as 
we tried to hail him for a ride. We never really knew whether he 
didn't want to be bothered with all of us kids scrambling into the 
car and hanging on the running board(Ask your Dad if he knows what 
that is.); or whether he couldn't hear us(He was hard of hearing.); 
or if he didn't know which ones of those many hurrying children were 
his own. (Fathers, in those days, were like a silent, unapproachable 
king who sent all his messages through mothers.) 


7. Games I liked to play: In elementary school there were no organized 
sports like basketball, etc. We played group games like "Red Light", 
"Red Rover; "Boom, Boom, Boom, Here I Come!" (I'm not sure of the 
name but it was like a group charades game.) My favorite game was 
"Run, Sheep, Runr" but I am still trying to remember exactly how 
it was played. It seems to me most of the games were played in the 
early evening or twilight rather than in the day time, maybe because 
it was cooler. 


8. Besides doing homework which we enjoyed because we often worked with 
a friend, we played the games mentioned above. Sometime during my 
elementary years the dirt and shell street we lived on was paved and 
later sidewalks(which we called "banquettes)were put in. Then we 
skated and made our own scooters from old skates and rode bicycles. 
Needless to say, I was a "Tom-boy", a girl who has the most fun, 
which I blamed on my seven brothers. Now I know I was extra active. 
I could do tricks like sit backwars on the handlebars of my bike and

Chores: The other older children all had certain rooms to clean and 
clothes to put away for the boys who had outdoor chores. I don't 

know whether it was because I was the "baby" or whether they couldn't 
catch me but the only regular chore I remember was to run to the 
corner store to get fresh tea each day for supper. Otherwise I re- 
member odd jobs like helping my brother George carry in arm-loads 

of cut wood for the cook stove in the kitchen and the big space heater 
in the dining room and hall. Other than two fireplaces, one in the 
parlor and one in a bedroom, there was no other heat in the house. 

The bedrooms were like iceboxes and only used for sleeping, needless 
to say, under mountains of covers including a "Feather Bed" Sometimes 
I'd bring in buckets of coal for the stove and furnace. 


I did not get an allowance but since several of my big brothers still 
lived at home while they worked as carpenters with Papa, I often 
begged nickles from them. When I was very young, they teaeed me by 
calling me "Gimme-a-nickle!" But I loved them and they used to love 
me. I always headed straight for the corner store where I bought a 
5¢ candy bar or a bunch of penny candy. Since I don't remember any 
tooth brushes, I had many fillings done when I finally went to the 
dentist. Since my mother insisted on and took complete care of a 
milk cow so her children could have plenty of milk, all of us had 
strong teeth that lasted a lifetime. I don't ever remember having 
a toothache or earache. 


Hobbies: As soon as I was old enough to read Tom Sawyer and Huckle- 
berry Finn, I remember wanting to do something girls never did in 

those days - wear pants. My pal(first cousin and double kin)and I 

put on our brotners' old "knickers" and pretended we were those two 
characters, using a large oak tree for our raft and hideout and 
sneaking into the kitchen to "snitch" soda crackers from a large tin 
box. We could have had all we wanted any time but pretending we couldn 
be seen made it much more exciting and fun and made the story come to 


life! ;

I never had heard of TV when I was young! The first I remember of 

TV was when I was grown, married and had three little girls. Molly 
was 6, Sally(your Mom)was 34 and Susan was 23 and we lived in Harrison 
Court(Base Housing) Molly had a little friend from school named Linda 
Greenberg who invited her over to see "Kukla, Fran and Ollie". Later 
they invited us all and TV did seem fantastic! 

My favorite radio show was "Amos and Andy" probably because my father 
tuned it in. I don't remember being very interested in sitting still 
that long. 


Every Christmas we received lots of toys and always a doll. But, 
although I don't remember playing dolls, I loved babies and very 
early I knew I wanted a big family like my Mother had, probably be- 
cause of hearing how Mom was the 13th child in her family and I was 
the 13th child in my family. But somewhere I remember "resolving" 
that if I couldn't have children of my own someday, I'd be a teacher 
instead. So - here I am - both! 

I liked to collect things, especially small things, when I was © 
young. I had a collection of ivory elephants and Scotty dogs. Some- 
one gave ma small trunk(which I still have)to put them in. I still 
have some things, I think, but Sis(my older sister)always let the 
neices and nephews play with everything and now most of it is gone. 

When I was small, I liked to play horse. Somebody cut off most

Thelma DeMetz Miller writes about his picture: Another branch of my 
mothers’ family, her sister Annie McDonald Byrnes, with whom Mama, Papa, 
and I visited by train when I was eleven years old.

Bonnie liked 
to play their piano and we sang hymns. It was the first time I'd been to a big 
city like Chicago and to see an airplane flying overhead with lights at night 
and to see the reflection of the city lights in the sky really scared me. It was 
the summer 1929. Johnny had graduated from Harvard and passed through 
Chicago going to California with a friend on the train. So we had a brief visit. 
Johnny was going out west with the friend to sightsee. When he returned he 
brought me some stalactites and stalagmites from Carlsbad Caverns. He also 
gave me an Indian arrow head which he picked up when the tide was low along 
the Pineville and Delisle Bayous. I gave those to Fred. He gave me a.......ring 
from out west. I think I gave the ring back to Johnny long later after he 
retired from Navy as a Commander and bought the house on Sherman Ave in 
Pass Christian. 


About Aunt Annie, during the week we stayed with them, I never saw her out 
of the wheelchair. She seemed frozen in chair in that sitting position. Her 
daughter and grandchildren were always there to take care of her. 
Apparently her husband had passed away long before. But Aunt Annie could 
make the most beautiful doilies with delicate tatting. She used a shuttle and 
taught me how to do it. When I left she gave me a shuttle and I didn't forget 
how but I was never good at it. I always thought I would have been better if 
my fingers had been bent like Aunt Annie's. Hers were permanently bent by 
Rheumatism, mama explained to me later. 


Ouida Kaye DeMetz, Winter 1947. Thelma writes: This single picture of Kaye 
was so cute that I asked the girl who does these pictures on computer if she 
would try to rescue it from the mildew and damage from storage. I think she 
did a good job. 
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186 March 1919. Dolphie wrote on the back of this picture that he wanted 
to show Mama and the family how far from upright his ship often was 
and how she rolled under the giant waves when crossing the ocean. 


194 Dolphie's experience in WWI : this is Dolphie with one of the ladies who 
were rescued with him when their ship sank after being torpedoed. She 
would not take off her life jacket for the rest of the voyage. 


196 I feel sure this is Junior. This picture and many others were in very bad 
shape. There was a large tent behind him and he is cuddling a kitten 
while sitting on a cot, apparently on a camping trip. 


199 These people were the survivors when the Antilles was torpedoed and 
sank. Another troop carrier picked them out of the ocean. Then it too 
was torpedoed, but was able to limp into New York harbor. Notice that 
Dolphie was given a seat in front row. See description of picture #305 
and you will understand why he was given place of honor. 


200 Julia McDonald (Aunt Julia-Johnny) because there were two Julia McDonalds 
This one was married to Johnny McDonald, brother of Mary Catherine 
McDonald DeMetz. 


201 Captain John T. McDonald ( Mama's brother) Schooner owner and racer 
202 Robert McDonald ( Mama's brother) a poetic Irishman 
203 Julia McDonald (Aunt Julia-Rob) married to Robert McDonald, brother of 


Mary Catherine McDonald DeMetz. 
207 Charlie wrote on the back of this picture “Junior is trying to get Mary 
Kate and George to pose for the picture" This may be the building he 


mentioned in the postcard. 


208 Charlie wrote on this picture that the double up-stairs windows on the 
front of the house were his and Bonnie's bedroom windows. 
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One of the babies in the snow in Elmhurst

or is it George? I may guess wrong. Hope you don't mind.

Josephine Pattenotte ( Papa's Mother), Martin DeMetz. Only picture known 
of Papa's mother. 
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This is Dolphie (Adolph Clinton DeMetz) in his Navy uniform after he 
was assigned to troop carrier Antilles during WWI. 


Dolphie apparently stayed in New York well after the war was over. In 
the meantime he met and married Hilda Croupain and had this picture 
especially to send home to show off his new bride to Mama, Papa, and 

the family. 


This shows Charlie (oldest son) being welcomed back from the war (probably 
1917) with Papa, Mama and George (about 5 yrs old). He was probably on his 
first trip home during World War I. Note that he is in his WWI uniform. 


One of the brothers of Mary Catherine McDonald DeMetz, his name is 
not recalled.

Johnny DeMetz at a reception. I thought you may recall when, where 
and/or who the two conversationalists were. 


“New York, 4/4/18 - Dear Mama, - We were to sail yesterday at noon 
but the firemen ,coal passers, and cooks have gone ona strike at the 
last moment so I do not know when we shall sail. | I don't see any 
chance for them to lose out. This is a photograph of the Mosnuro? She 
is exactly like the Antilles and I feel very much at home aboard. Love 
& Kisses, Your son A.C. DeMetz". They were having a delayed departure 
which he thought was due to a strike but when I (Thelma) noticed the 
date of April 1918, I realize the government stopped ship's departure 
because the Armistice was being worked on at that time. Later, the 
Armistice was dated November 11, 1918. “The eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh month." 


Fred as a healthy baby. Was that foot kicking a football or performing 
a dance step? 


George DeMetz is the last person on the right on front row. He is ina 
young Navy Squadron, probably while in training. 
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WWT equipment used at the post where Charlie was stationed

Charlie wrote on the back of this picture that the 2"? floor window with 
the snow on it was Junior's bedroom window. He mentioned that one of 
the buildings in one picture was where Rose and Junior went to Sunday 
School. Maybe you can find it in some of these pictures.

Dolphie sent Mama this picture of the ship to which he was assigned and 
on the back of the postcard he wrote the following: This is identical to 
the one I was on that was torpedoed. They were sister ships. 


Happily the newspaper clipping from Rose and Francis’ wedding was 
among the pictures. I hope you can read it to her to bring back fond 
memories. It did for me. 


Dolphie, growing up on the Gulf Coast and being a strong swimmer as 
well as a young, big strong man, had apparently helped save them judging 
by the note one of the ladies wrote on the back of this picture. After 
she moved him from the back row to the chair in the front of the 
group, she wrote: “Adolph DeMetz, the Hero”. Names on back of 
picture: Rev. J. Wall, Mlle. Malo, Mrs. Filler, Mr. Stels, an Italian lady, 
Rev. McElway, Mr. and Mrs. Maro, Mrs. Theresa Cooper.

Dear Harold, 


You were so wonderful to write me about those lovely, happy days I spent with you four 
kids at Mama and Papa's house, which doesn't seem so long ago. Memories can do that little 


trick. 


But there are so many things I can't remember, like the complete words to "A Capitol 
Ship" song. Also, I'd like to figure how old I was then. (My birthday is October 8, 1916.) Figure 
our ages, please. 


I do remember I thought I knew it all and probably brought much griefto your Mom. 
Mainly, I can recall that my Mom and yours used to wash clothes in the backyard and boil them 
over a charcoal furnace. That was hard work and Dedo, who was just a toddler, would 
invariably soil his pants. The scene comes to mind of your exasperated Mom taking his cloth 
diaper off and spanking him. He'd cry and yell as she stopped everything to take him in to 
change him. That broke my heart. 


It just happened that I loved you kids and I thought and kept telling the family that I knew 
I couldn't love my own any more than I loved you all. Years later after I learned my lesson, 
having had several of my own, I made a special trip down to apologize to your Mom for being so 
hard on her in my "know-it-all" teenage years. Nooche, being her old sweet self, had already 
forgiven me, I could tell, and we had many nice long visits with her with lots of talk, you can 
guess, over the years. I always regretted not being able to go more often. 


To get back to that wonderful old swing and porch and happy days and nights when we'd 
swing very high and sing and sing song after song. Do you remember the song titled "Brother, 
Can You Spare A Dime?" It was apparently about the poor veterans from WWI who did great 
things at one time but came back to a seemingly unappreciative country and hard times 
economically that eventually led to that severe depression of 1929 that went on through the ‘30's. 
Some people made fortunes out of the war while the soldiers who did the fighting weren't 
appreciated. I've included as many of the words to that song that I remember, too. But there 
were many others -- "Girl of My Dreams," and all the nursery rhymes and popular songs from 
that era. 


Harold, you were a darling little boy, very serious and thoughtful. Another scene I 
remember is: Apparently we were walking along the beach road across from the harbor. We 
were going to the movies at the old Avalon Theater. (Recently I noticed the building still has 
"Avalon" on it.) It seems to me it was my old pal Jo McDonald, you, Dedo, Dot, andI. I guess 
you were about 4 years old. You had picked up a stick of some kind and as we walked along, 
you were doing a "Rat-tat-tat" on the old iron fence in front of Jane Lang's old house, now gone 
with "Camille" almost to the corner of Market Street where Chee Chee's restaurant was. You 
said, "I wish Mama could have come with us to the movies. When I grow up, I'm going to make 
lots of money and take her to the show." 
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That has always been a poignant scene in my memories that I could never forget. I knew 
your Dad was having a tough time financially because times were still hard then for us all. I'm 
sure the movie was only about 25¢ for us and maybe 50¢ for adults. You must have asked your 
Mom to go with us and she probably said she didn't have the money. But the most important 
thing to me has always been how loving and sensitive you always were, like your Mom. Sis 
probably had paid for all of us, not realizing how much Nooche would have enjoyed going too, 


or maybe Nooche said no. 


There is something that really grieves me. Maybe you can think of a solution before it is 
too late for me or anyone who will remember or recognize who everyone is 1n the pictures. 
When Tina and Bub took that old antique sideboard from the house, nobody cared but along with 
it they took an old suitcase that was on the high shelf in the living room closet. While I was still 
at home before Johnnie sent me to LSU, I had taken all the pictures, old snapshots, etc., from out 
of the old black album that was disintegrating, and I put them in this black suitcase to keep them 
together. Over these 29 years I have begged Tina to let me see the pictures, make copies for 
everybody and she could have them back. But she never would even let me see them. Now 
Bubba is doing the same and I've said he could number them and begged him and Paula but he 
will not. I'm probably the only one left that will know your Dad, Donald, etc., and any of their 
old friends. And I'm going to be 82 in October! 


There never seemed to be any money to spend on a new album. For example, the first 
job I had teaching at Sellers High School in Hancock County paid $67 a month. But I was tired 
of boiling water for a bath on the kerosene kitchen stove with all the fumes; so I took my first 
checks and bought a little 4-hole wood or coal stove which had water pipes built in and the hot 
water could collect in a tank. As it turned out, that was an extremely cold winter; one of the 
natural gas lines broke so everybody came to Mom and Papa's to cook and just to warm up. It 
was such fun getting everyone at the house together. 


As you know, when Johnnie died, Ouida asked me to take on the job as Executrix of Sis’ 
estate of the family property. She died without a will. Eron Tootle inherited Kuncle's property 
after Ella died, and he asked me to handle selling it with ours. Eron is not well. But at last we 
have a potential buyer for a price of $91,700, for both properties together, with our half divided 
by eleven after the lawyer and Realtor receive their compensation. The lawyer says the Executor 
usually gets a share, which seems like a lot to me. That is the reason for the 11°" share. The 
lawyer we've hired is Patti Golden whom you may remember. The Realtors (2) are sharing 10%. 


Now to get to the apology for not answering your wonderful letter right away. I did 
make copies of it and sent enough to Dotty to give to all her children who are becoming aware of 
family history as my children are. You do know by now that your letter arrived about 1 PM the 
day we read about Elwood's death in the paper. We are so sorry for Dotty and the children. 
After the beautiful funeral, which was well attended, we all went to your Mom's house and 
visited and ate a nice lunch, which everyone brought. It was one of the first times we've been 
together to see the beautiful Niolet boys and their wives and children. Dot said you weren't 
feeling well. I hope you're well now. 
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This was fun reminiscing about those "good old days" even 
though they were hard days at the time. I'1l try to do more of 
this while I can. We have a Web TV the kids got together and gave 
us for Christmas last year. The kids are trying to get me to use 
it . more but I find it a little tricky yet. I'd like to suggest to 
you all to each write all you can remember of your life in connection 
to all the others and someday it can be all compiled. 


Give our love to Donna. You know we love you very much! Probably 
you can read it between the lines. If you are still feeling bad, 
please have a young priest come to give you the “Blessing of the Sick" 
Sacrement, which is a cure-all. Dr. Montessori said "Going home is 
the best cure for illness when you're far away. Try it!
